BRITISH PAPERS. 
ROUSE NEW HOPE 
FOR TREATY PLAN 


Washington Officials 
Note Favorable Expres- 
sions Regarding 12-Mile 
Zone Pact. 


Washington, October 8.—Expres- 
-ions in British newspapers recently 
favorable *to the accept#nce by Great 
Britain of the 12-mile treaty plan 
proposed by Secretary Hughes to curb 
liquor smuggling into the United 
States has caught the attention of 
officials here. While hope is enter- 
tained that deliberations of the Brit- 
ish imperial conference will result 
in the decision fo comply with Secre- 
tary Hughes’ suggestion, it was em- 
phasized today that no authoritative 
indication has been received that such 
action would be taken. 

Additiona data in support of the 
American treaty plan for dealing sim- 
ultaneosly with rum-smugging and the 
inconveniences occasioned Bvitish 
ships by enforcement of the Volstead 
act has been laid before the British 
foreign office by Ambassador Harvey. 
In effect this is in answer to points 
made in the reply of the foreign office 
to the American proposal and were 
submitted prior to the meeting of the 
imperial conference in order that 
British officials might have a com- 
plete statement of the American view- 
point when the conference took up the 
question. 

Would Be Special Pact. 

Great Britain's reply frankly stated 
that the foreign office was not favor- 
ably inclined toward the 12-mile limit 
of search and seizure proposal. The 
specific objections made are not con- 
sidered as insuperable from the Wash- 
ington viewpoint. In the communica- 
tions to the foreign office made by Mr. 
Harvey, therefore, it is understood 
that the American proposition was 
explained at greater length, 

The chief British objection, so far 
as known has been based on the fear 
that the plan might invade in some 
degree the rule of international law 
that recognizes the three-mile line as 
the limit of territorial jurisdiction. 
The Washington government takes an 


exactly contrary view of the probable 
effect of a specific agreement to ex- 


tend that limit up to twelve miles for 


the stated purpose of preventing smug- 
gling of contraband articles ‘into 
either country. In the American view 
such a special agreement would only 
serve to make the general three-mile 
rule stronger since it would be noted 
in the special treaty that it was an 
exception from a principle of inter- 
national law.

KELS STANDS PAT 
WANING CHANCE 
FOR MERCY PLEA 


Author of California’s 
Weirdest Murder Re- 
fuses All Offers of Court 
for Counsel. 


REPEATS CRIME TALE 
IN LOW MONOTONE 


Judge Will Pronounce 
Death Sentence Wed- 
nesday for Killing of 
Aged Itinerant. 


Stockton, Cal., October 8.—Alex- 
ander A. Kels, a leading citizen of the 
community of Lodi, Cal., and con- 
fessed perpetrator of a weird murder, 
meant to shield him from financial 
disaster, began straightening up his 
earthly affairs tonight in the expecta- 
tion of being sentenced Wednesday to 
death on the gallows at San Quentin 
prison. 

“Nothing remains to be done,” Su- 
perior Judge D. M. Young said after 
a long and exhaustive examination of 
the prisoner today. “The court has 
gone fully into the evidence, and all 
that is left is the judgment.” 


Judge Young intimated that tle 
sentence would be death when he told 
Kels, “I cannot entertain any mercy, 
and I hope you understand that.” 

Kels replied indifferently that he 
did. . 

In keeping. with its previous state- 
ments the prosecutors, effiee made no 
recomméndations of any kind. Kels 
virtually delivered himself up to the 
court without a plea or appeal, going 
so far as to deliberately burn behind 
him the last bridge that might lead 
to mitigation of the judgment... He 
flatly refused the offer of the court 
that he be given counsel, an offer re- 
peated many times during the exam- 
ination today and as often refused 
with emphasis. 

He Is Satisfied. 

“Mr. Kels,” the judge said at last, 
“IT cannot get up, from this seat of 
mine and go out and get evidence that 
would be favorable to you. I can only 
conduct a superficial examination to 
determine the degree of the crime. An 
attorney would be able to investigate 
thoroughly for you and bring in many 
facts that might be helpful to you.” 

“IT understand that,” the prisoner 
replied, “but I am satisfied to let the 
thing rest as it is.” 

Judge Young then set the date of 
sentence for Wednesday. 

Kels was charged with the murder 
of “One John Doe, true name un- 
known,” and believed to have been Ed 
Meservey, a ranch hand. 

Following the recital of the details 
of the crime, Judge Young questioned

TRADE STOCK 
AT SOVIET POST 


Revolutionary Govern- 
ment Maintains “Trade 
Embassy” in Luxurious- 
ly Furnished Home. 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 

Washington, October 8.—From a 
dignified home in an exclusive resi- 
dential section here, the Russian gov- 
ernment is quietly conducting a cam- 
paign of information—designed to at- 
tract trade from this couatry to Rus- 
sia and thereby fotward recogninuor 
of the federal soviet republic through 
pressure from American business, 


Business men are already startirg 
a path to rhe door of this unofficial 
embassy to learn about Russian up- 
portunities from the well-informed 
Boris Skvirsky, who is in charge of 
trade opportunities in this countrp. 
The mails are heavy with requests 
from commercial organizations, cham- 
bers of coramerce and private indi- 
viduals who are seeking information. 

Skvirsky, a short, pleasant man 
who speaks excellent English—ner- 
vously and hurriedly—receives his 
callers in a light, airy drawing rvom 
on the second floor. It is elegantly 
furnished. A map of the Wnited 
States covers nearly the whole of one 
end wall. ~ 


Outside, the residence has all the 
stateliness of the handsome stone 
mansions which surround it in the 
DuPont circle neighborhood. Its 
interior would compare favoraply 
with that of almost any embassy ip 
the capital. 

Many Were Curious. 

“Many people wanted to find out 
the true condition in Russia,” Skvir- 
sky explained. “So I established a 
bureau of information. Many busi- 
ness men come to see me. Some days 
I’m very busy. I receive many letters 
asking information about trade oppvor- 
tunities.” 

Now he has begun the publication 
of a magazine, devoted to jnformation 
about trade laws and business regu!a- 
tions of the soviet republic. It bears 
the title “Russian Review.” 

Skvirsky. said the magazine is paid 
for out of his expense account from 
the soviet government. In a_ large 
front living room downstzirs, a Rus- 
sian man and woman were busy Mon- 
day mailing out copies. It goes to 
every official in the capital, he ex- 
plained. It also is on sale at the 
news stands. He hopes in tim: it will 
pay for itself, 

Skvirsky came here during the arms 
conference. At that time he repre- 
sented the far eastern .zpublic. When 
the republic became a part of the fed- 
eral soviet republic, he became the 
agent of the mother government. 

Disclaims Propaganda Plan. 

He disclaims any intention of pro- 
paganda for recognition, saying that 
he is working only along lines of trade 
development. 

“Of course I want recognition—like 
every Russian,” he said. “Seventeen 
countries have signed trade agree- 
ments. America will come in time.” 

Skvirsky has access to officials here 
and stated that he has been called on 
by various government departments 
for information. He believes the ob- 
servations of senators and representa- 
tives who have been to Russia this 
summer will help the cause of recogni- 
tion, 

In the “Russian Review” are print- 
ed the full text of the civil code of 
Russia, the organization code of Rus- 
sian industry, a descrirtion of the

William Green’ Bitter 
Against Radical Labor- 
ites Who Use “Bore 
From Within” Tactics. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

Portland, Ore., October 8.—The 
American Federation of Labor in con- 
vention here today revoked the creden- 
tials of William F. Dunne, of Butte, 
Mont., central labor council, as a dele- 
gate in a spirited session during which 
Dunne was characterized by speakers — 
as a “traitor to organized labor’ on 
account of his alleged activities as a 
communist. The vote as announced 
was 27,838 yes, and 130 no. 

The demand was made by Matthew 
Woll, a vice president of the federa- 
tion, after reading to the convention 
a report of attacks made last nigat by 
Dunne at a mass meeting. 

Woll’s declaration against Dunne 
of a_ report 
which severely arraigned the Fed- 
erated Press for alleged dissemination 
of communist propaganda, William 
Green, secretary-treasurer of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
followed Woll in denouncing Dunne, 
whom he said had proven conclusively 
that “the is among ug and against us, 
who is a communist, who circulated 
the devitalizing doctrine that emar- 
ates from a foreign country.” 

Dunne Hurt Miners. 
* “Throw him out,” cried one of the 
delegates on the floor. 

Green dénounced those who mingled 
with trade unionists and who wera 
communists at heart and he reid a 
report ‘charging activities of Dunne 
in the coal strike in the spring of 
1922 in Pennsylvania which he 
charged were inimieal to the miners’ 
union, 


Green read head lines, articles and 
editorials of the Butte Bulletin of 
which Dunne is editor. 

Green charged these utterances were 
a detriment to the miners’ union in 
the Pennsylvania strike and the strike 
at Herrin, Ill. He asserted all the 
charges by Dunne, whom he dubbed 
“the representative of the communist 
party,” were unfounded. 

Recess Blocks Vote. 

Green delivered an extended defense 
of John L, Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers 6f America 
against charges whjch had been made 
by Dunne. 

Green held up a copy of The Chicago 
Tribune containing an editorial at- 
tacking United Mine Workers and 
President Lewis. He congratulated 
Lewis on being able to draw “the 
condemnation of this capitalist sheet 
and The Butte Bulletin, the commun- 
ist sheet, at the same time.” 

After heated debate on a motion to 
ugseat Dunne, the convention adopted

It is charged that Doud was the of- 
ficial steerer for the gang headed by 
Floyd Woodward and Abe Powers, 
that operated a fake racing cup em- 
porium on West Peachtree street.

If the shades of the ‘‘old timers” 
of the progressive country towns 
could revisit the glimpses of the 
moon and see the changes in their 
old-time habitations, there would be 
consternation in their sptrit-land!

tion. 

“In teaching diversity of agriculture 
let us teach diversity of thought. Let 
there be the utmost freedom of ex- 
pression. Let every community be so 
open and above board that no man 
will dare in business or in social life 
to try to ostracize some other man 
hecause of political or religious opin- 
ion.”

New York, October 8.— The Japa- 
nese in New York are still in mourn- 
ing for lives sacrificed in the cata- 
clysmic disaster in Nippon. There is 
not a one who did not suffer a per- 
sonal loss through the death of a re!- 


ative or friend. 

Many are, in American fashion, 
wearing bands of crepe about -the hat 
and sleeve. Five have killed them- 
selves. ‘Ten business houses have 
closed so the proprietors might ce- 
turn to help in the reconstruction. 
Not one of the hundreds here attended 
a theater or other social {nnction. 

One morning newspaper had a Jap- 
anese reporter who was assigned to 
paaice precinct. He received firet 
word of the disaster in an extra cried 
along the streets. He never reported 
for work again, and a recent cable 
announced his arrival at Tokio. 

The yellow peril seems to have 
evaporated with the onslaught of the 
Oriental Moloth. They used to hiss a 
Jap servant in the moving picture 
theater at times, but now the news 
pictures in the wake of the calamity 
are received with sympathy. 

In the Japanese quarters there is 
still the atmosphere of sackcloth and 
ashes, The three Japanese clubs cun- 
tinue to be deserted. The Japanese 
acrobats of vaudeville appear to vo 
about their work with a listless incif- 
ference. They are passive and lack- 
ing in spirit. 

Far from the tombs of their ances- 
tors, the Japanese move about as in 
a dream. And New York, a city 
whose heart is quickly teuched. has 
sensed it. I have noticed New York- 
ers go out of their way to talk ¢o 
them on the streets, in street cars 
and subwa'fs. 

You saw stiff, starched old men 
stop to pat the beady-eyed Chinese 
children along the sidewalks. Ani 
perhaps the most amazing thing was 
the way Chinatown—where Nippon 
was never mentioned—held bazaars to 
aid the stricken,

BRONCHIECTASIS,. 

When the walls of a bronchial tube 
weaken at some point, from the ef- 
fects of some former inflammation of 
or about the bronchial tube, such 9s 
influenza, the tube sometimes dilates 
or balloons at that point-—-the condi- 
tion is called bronchiectasis. 

Here is a little note on the subject 
which conveys a helpful suggestion: 

Dear Doctor: 

We thank you indeed for your 
reference to the clinic of Charles

had written to you and 
you replied, recommending him to 
come here. We are pleased to 
inform you that we find his case 
to be one of bronchiectasis, not 
tuberculosis, as he had thought. 

We have prescribed for him 
postural treatment so that the 
bronchiectasis cavities may be 
emptied five or six times a day, 
and the use of Beechwood creo- 
soted steam inhalations. 


ably a great many cases of bronchiee 
tasis have been mistaken fer tuberea- 
losis. The cough, expectoration, per- 
haps loss of weight and irregular low 
fever in many cases of dilated bron- 
chial tube bear a close resemblance to 
the symptoms of tuberculosis of the 
lungs. Some cases of bronchiectasis 
develop from the effects of a former 
pleurisy—and that history, too, natur- 
ally leads to the suspicion of tuber- 
culosis, since so many cases of pleur- 
isy are tubercular. 

Paroxysms of coughing on gettire 
up in the morning or with change of 
posture, and the expectoration of 
“mouthfuls” suggested bronchiectasis. 
The sputum is abundant and usua!!yv 
very foul. An invalid having a di- 
lated bronchus or several such dils- 
tions may spit blood or have slight 
hemorrhages; this happening, too, re- 
sembles the occasional blood spitting 
in lung tuberculosis. Reside tke 
characteristically large quantity of 
expectoration, the spitting of mouth- 
fuls in the morning or on change of 
posture, other signs by which the plrs- 
sician detects bronchiectasis are the 
X-ray evidence (only a minority of 
cases can be definitely diagnosed by 
X-ray examination alone), the chara- 
ter of the sounds heard with the 


In almost any case except tuberca- 
losis under the absolute rest treat- 
ment, if a change of posture indness 
the expectoration of much fluid, it ‘s 
well for the patient to assume such a 
posture and retain it for «everal min- 
ates several times a day, to favor 
drainage. This applies to many cavcr 
of chronic bronchitis with or without 
bronchiectasis. A dilated bronchus 


acts not rarely as the septie focus or | 


depot of the bacteria responsible for 
chronic arthritis. 

The open-air life is quite as helpfial 
in bronchiectasis as in lung tubercn- 
losis: the climate right outside ycur 
own door is just as curative as it is 
at the end of the rainbow. 

In some cases of bronchiectasis 
autogenous bacterin treatment is va'u- 
Autogenous means that the 
bacterin (“vaccine”) is prepared from 
the bacteria present in the bronchial 
cavity or pool And in this condi- 
tion, unlike. tuberculosis, deep breath- 
ing exercises, especially when there 
are taken in the knee chest or the 
Fendelenburg position, often do good,

-He added, very emphatically, that he wouldn’t 
consider taking on the southerner anywhere else. It appears, how- 
ever, that McTigue’s left hand is in such shape that he will not be 
able to use it in the ring until some time in January and possibly not 
until February.

The sessions since September 26, he 
explained, have been executive. 
Although the call specified that the 
legislature was to consider anti-Ku 
Klux Klan legislation, it is generally 
admitted that the impeachment fight 
will come first.

WALLACE FIGURES 


New York, October 8.—The second } 
trial of the divorce suit of W. E. D. 
Stokes, wealthy hotel proprietor, 
against Mrs. Helen Elwood Stokes be- 
gan today before Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Mahoney. 

A dozen feet from Mr. Stokes, who

E. T. Wallace Named. 


The attorney named Edgar T. Wal- 
lace, whom he described as “a man of 
leisure connected with the Interbor- 
ough Transit company” and a mem- 
ber of a group of Interborough offi- 
cials who maintained ‘“‘a rendezvous— 
an apartment—for parties.” 

Wallace figured as the chief co-re- 
spondent in the first trial of the 
Stokes divorce suit several years ago 
when he testified against Mrs. Stokes. 

Counsel for Mrs. Stokes announced 
he would object to trying the issue 
on only one allegation of misconduct. 
He told the jury that in previous 
trials Stokes had “made 49 charges 
against Mrs, Stokes, involving sixteen 
men, including her 16-year-old stepson, 


he was prepared to prove all those 
charges false. 

Wallace had known Mrs, Stokes 
since 1904, said Max Steuer, counsel 
for the plaintiff, in his opening address 
to the jury. He declared Mrs. Stokes 
frequented the “rendezvous” of the In- 
terborough officials, and that Wallace 
finally set up an establishment of his 
own after having quarreled over a 
“certain female.” 

Steuer said he would prove that Mrs. 
Stokes visited Wallace’s establishment 
on osuth street and that the “inclina- 
tion and the opportunity for jniscon- 
duct” were present. If it were proved 
that Mrs. Stokes visited Wallace. the 
jury would be duty bound to find her 
guilty of the charges cited by her hus- 
band, said Steuer. 

First Witness. 

Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the |, 
defendant, promised some “startling 
facts’”’ would be disclosed by witnesses 
he had subpoenaed. He sketched the 
early life of Mrs. Stokes up to the 
time she came to New York city, “a 
refined, educated, cultured woman,” to 
become a guest at the Ansonia hotel, 
which Stokes owned and managed. 

“He was 5S and looked 40,” said 
Untermyer. “He’ was 25 years older 
than she. But she became infatuated 
with him, loved and married him.” 

Mrs. Alice S, Mills, of Kansas City, 
Mo., the first witness, testified she 
had known Edgar T. Wallace all her 
life and that she had Seen Mrs. Stokes 
in Princeton, Mo., in 1904 in his com- 
pany. She said Mrs. Stokes was 
known there as Helen Elwood. 

On cross-examination it was brought 
out that Mrs..Mills had come to New 
York at the solicitation of Mr. Stokes’ 
secretary.

too many real homemakers who are 
renting extra bedrooms or keeping a 
few boarders to help out the family 
income and I know too many splendid 
girls who are in those homes, some 
holding good positions and others who 
have overcome troubles that. would 
have crushed a young girl of the past 
generation, far too many for. me to 
worry about all the kind of problems 
and bowwows that are claiming the 
entire thought of so many of our very 
best citizens who have. a wholesale 
way of criticizing all girls and 
women.
